Two years long enough for clover to 
stand.

For fertilizing small clover is better 
than large, but for hay the large is the 
best. 
Clover is a great fertilizer because 
its large and many leaves shade the 
ground and we know that shade enriches 
the ground. 
There is no crop that will 
take its place as a fertilizer 
Mr. Patter­ 
son's paper entitled “ Faith in Profitable 
Apple Growing in the Northwest” was 
then read by Mr. Hughes. 
After this the 
discussion on fruit trees was again taken 
up. 
It was thought that you could not 
make a success of setting trees in places 
where the old trees had died out.

suggested that this is not a fruit climate. 
Some years we can not raise as many ap­ 
ples as needed anti when we have apples 
there are more than we know what to do 
with so there is no market for them. The 
money spent by the farmer in this county 
in attempting to raise apples would buy 
all the fruit they could use.

Laffer, well-to-do p eop le living on a farm 
near Glean. 
T^e two boys grew to manhood 
together, and the resemblance between them 
was so great th at few p eop le could distinguish 
one from the other. 
Both were graduated 
from college, after which Janies began study­ 
ing law in Glean and W illiam, his twin 
brother, took charge of the farm. 
Jam es 
always sp ent Sunday at home, and the two 
brothers almost invariably p aid a visit to the 
house of a neighbor named John Clifford, a 
rich lumb r m anufacturer, who had two 
handsome daughters. 
One Sunday night in June, six years ago, 
a gentleman called at the C'l fford house 
while the Lafler boys were there, aud p aid 
Mr. Clifford *8,000 in cash. 
Between 2 and 
3 o’clock the next morning a masked man 
entered Mr. Clifford’s bedroom, beat him 
into insensibility with a slungshot, secured 
the 18,000, and started to make his escao*. 
In the hallway he m et the younger Miss 
Clifford, W illiam LafDr’a sweetb ark 
She 
seized him, and succeeding in tearing the 
mask from his face, exclaimed: “ W ill L af­ 
ler, what have you done?’’ 
The man struck 
her in the face and escap ed. 
That day William Lnfler was arrested, 
charged with burglary and attemp ted mur­ 
der. 
Although p rotesting his Innocence he 
was tried and convicted on his sweetheart’s 
testimony, who p ositively identifl sd him as 
the man she had met in the hall. 
He was 
sentenced to-Sin z Sing for ten years. 
While nearly every one believed V\ illiani 
guilty there was one friend who doubted it 
and set about to discover t ie truth. 
Ilis dis­ 
coveries in brief were as follows: 
James at 
Cornell contracted many debts, which were 
p aid shortly after the robbery; that he had 
sent *2,000 to a Mrs. Coates in Ithaca as 
hush money for ruining her daughter*; that 
on the Sunday n ght p receding the robbery 
James had { reh.used two ounces of chloro­ 
form at an (J ean drug ’tore, with which he 
undoubtedly drugged his brother. 
Before 
this investigation was comp lete James left 
for a trip to New Yor k. 
About two months 
later a rep ort reached Oman that, he bad 
beendrownei off Long Branch while yacht­ 
ing, and that his Loiy could not be re­ 
covered. 
A week afterward a resp ectable 
looking man, giving his name as Alfred 
Thomas, ap p eared at the LafDr farm and 
confirmed the news. 
He brought with him 
certain p ap ers that bore out his statement, 
and James was given up as dead. 
About three years later Governor Hill is­ 
sued a p ardon for William Lafler, stating 
that he was convinced of the convict’s inno­ 
cence aud that he was p ositive that the crime 
was committed by his dead twin brother. 
Years p assed by and the crime would doubt­ 
less have become only a memory but lor the 
ap p earance of a mau in Glean, about five 
weeks ago, who had a secret interview with 
the district attorney. 
Ho informed the offi­ 
cer that ho was the man who had brought 
the news of James’ death to the family six 
years before, and that he was p aid by James 
to do it. 
He said that James was living and 
was a ranchman located near Wntrous, N. 
M. 
A warrant was issued and the lugitive 
ap p rehended last Thursday, 
lie stoutly de­ 
nies his guilt, and s lys that he will be able 
to p rove his innocence.
